Thc  exercises  closed  with  singing 
"The  Old  Oaken  Bucket,"  by  lhe 
quartette,  and  the  benediction  by  Rev, 
Nathaniel  Seaver,  Jr. 

It  was  an  afternoon  well  spent,  as 
rich  thoughts  were  interchanged  by 
the  different  spcakcrv 

In  the  evening  a  first-class  party,  to 
the  number  of  about  forty  couples,  at- 
tended the  Dedicatory  Ball,  in  the  new 
hall,  which  has  been  named  "Library 
Hall.  Everything  passed  off  as  pleas- 
antly and  quietly  as  a  private  party. 
Mr.  George  Otis  acted  as  floor  mana- 
ger, and  Ernest  Bonney  and  Jctson 
Wade  as  aids.  Good  music  was  fur 
nished  by  Ciishing's  Orchestra  of 
Weymouth.  Mr.  J.  O.  Burdett  of 
Hingham,  being  unable  to  attend  the 
afternoon  exercises,  drove  over  in  the 
evening,  with  his  wife. 

Thc  new  building  is  situated  on 
Front  street,  is  of  the  modern  style  of 
Queen  Anne  architecture,  30x53  feet, 
1  1-2  stories  in  height,  and  painted  in 
two  shades  of  olive  green  and  straw 
colors.  Over  the  entrance,  which  is 
at  the  south  end  of  the  building,  is 
placed  a  very  pretty  tablet,  with  the 
inscription  :

On  the  first  floor  arc  an  entry  and 
stairway  6  i-j  feet  wide  ;  on  the  left 
of  the  stairway  is  the  library  room 
15x18,  with  its  shelves  for  books,  a 
carpet  on  thc  floor  and  pictures  on  the 
wnlls ;  back  of  this  is  a  committee 
room  nxiS,  wiih  a  large  closet  and 
an  cntr.incc  without  going  through  the 
library  room  ;  thc  northern  portion  ol 
the  building  is  a  store  30x18,  with  two 
large  show  windows,  two  sets  of  double 
doors,  that  the  room  may  be  made  in- 
to two  small  stores,  and  two  small 
rooms  12x15  back  of  this.  In  the  sec- 
ond story  Is  thc  lull  30x4V  with  two 
ante- rooms  6  t-axq.  The  hall  has  12 
large  windows,  an  arched  ceiling,  and 
a  seating  capacity  of  about  300 ;  it  is 
lighted  by  11  chandelier  in  thc  centre 
and  lamps  upon  each  side.  The  finish  I 
is  In  nsh  and  hard  pine.  Thc  cost  of 
the  whole  structure  Is  about  $3,500.

Gloves  wore  articles  of  Oriontal 
dress,  for  according  to  Xcnophon,  they 
wore  worn  by  Cyrus  tho  Persian  ;  and 
Athena'us  speaks  of  a  celebrated  gour- 
mand who  came  to  a  banquet  with 
gloved  hands  that  ho  might  eat  more 
rapidly  than  his  fellow  guest,  who  had 
wait  till  the  viands  were  cool. 
In  ancient  times  a  glovo  was  em- 
ployed as  a  token  or  pledge  of  faith  in 
tho  making  of  contracts— a  sort  of 
snbatituto  for  tho  hand  itself— being 
cast  down  by  one  contrnciing  party,  to 
ho  taken  np,  as  scaling  tho  agreement, 
by  the  other. 

Before  tho  uniou  of  England  and 
Scotland,  the  Borderers,  having  once 
pledged  their  faith  to  an  cuemy,regard- 
cd  its  violation  as  a  grave  crime  ;  and, 
when  such  a  broach  ol  honor  occurred, 
tho  injured  porssu  rodo  through  the 
field  at  tho  noxt  Bordor  meeting,  hold- 
ing up  a  glovo  n  the  point  of  his  spear, 
as  a  pledge  of  faith,  and  proclaimed 
the  perfidy  of  him  who  had  broken  it.

A  certain  Cambridge  student  who 
had  been  listening  to  a  lecture  on  tho 
effects  of  alcohol,  came  out  sayiug, 
"yes,  certainly,  alcohol  is  a  terriblo 
poison  ;  I  never  tonch  it,  I  only  drink 
beer,  wine  or  brandy.  The  Gi 
mcnt  anaylsis  of  liquors  at  tho  South 
Kensington  Museum  shows  that  in 
pint  oi  rum  there  are  15  ounces  of  the 
poison  alcohol,  in  a  pint  ot  brandy  10 
1-2  ounces ;  of  brown  sherry,  4  l-*2 
ounces  ;  of  fine  old  port,  1  ounces ;  of 
champagne.  3  ounces ;  of  claret,  3 
ounces  ;  and  of  pale  ale  2  1-2  ouuees. 

And  the  nature,  composition,  and  in- 
fluence of  the  contained  poison  are  uot 
altered  by  the  form  of  the  particular 
beverage.  All  our  intoxicating  liquors, 
therefore,  may  be  described  as  mere 
mixtures  of  poison  and  water.  All 
admit  that  an  excessive  dose  of  alco- 
holic liquor  may  kill  a  man  at  a  blow. 
None,  too,  will  deny  that  continued  in- 
temperate drinking  destroys  vast  num- 
bers ;  but  the  great  majority  of  our 
countrymen  firmly  believe  that  limited 
daily  driukiug  is  perfectly  harmless.

The  government  issued  19,267  pa- 
tent* la  the  hut  year,  of  wbich  more 
than  tbirteeu  hundred  related  to  new 
mode*  of  generating  or  uiing  electrici- 
ty. The  increase  in  tho  whole  num- 
ber issued  over  the  previous  year  was 
about  three  thousand.  The  income  of 
the  office  was  a  little  more  than  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  th'  expenditures  about 
two-third-  of  that  sum.  Conuecticut, 
as  in  former  years,  had  more  patent* 
than  any  other  state  iu  proportion  to 
populatiou,  one  pateut  tw  78:1  inhabi- 
tant*. Rhode  Inland  and  Massachu- 
seUJ  are  nearly  on  a  level,  the  former 
having  oue  In  Wi,  the  Utter  ouc  to

Jersey  and  California.  The  number 
of  electric  patents  ha*  increased  amaz- 
ingly within  a  few  years.  Iu  1«77 
electricity  wa*  a  sub  <!la»»  iu  ouc  of  tbo 
division*  ainoug  which  tho  work  of  tho 
patent  oflluc  is  distributed,  uow  it  1*  a 
division  by  iu«lf,  th*  largest  ol  all,  uud 
regarded  a*  the  most  important.

Glucose. 
A  paper  ou  glucose  or  starch  sugar, 
prepared  by  W.  H.  Pitt,  M.  D.,  and 
published  iu  the  6ccoud  annual  report 
of  the  Now  Y'ork  State  Bonrd  of 
Health,  is  an  interesting  description  of 
tho  nature  uud  process  of  mnnutneture 
ol  this  substance.  Although  artificial 
glucose  bus  been  manufactured  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  in  some  of  tho  countries 
of  Kuropo  for  thirty  or  forty  years,  it  is 
ouly  within  a  comparatively  short  time 
that  it  hns  found  a  market  in  the  U.  S. 
Physiologically  considered, it  is,  when 
pure  and  Unconiarainnted  with  other 
compounds,  a  good  and  wholesome  food. 
Iu  1811  Professor  KirchhofT,  a  Hussinn 
chemist,  discovered  that  if  starch  paste 
bo  boiled  for  a  certain  timo  with  a  little 
sulphuric  ncid  a  part  ol  the  starch  is 
couverted  iuto  starch  sugar  or  glucose. 
From  that  time  to  the  present  the  mnn- 
ufacturo  of  glucose  has  been  carried  on 
with  varied  success.  While  it  is  ouly 
a  few  years  siuce  this  industry  has  de- 
veloped to  the  enormous  extent  sccu  iu 
tho  factories  at  Buffalo,  Chicago,  St. 
Louis  and  Peoria,  the  daily  average 
consuuiptiou  of  coru  in  the  American 
aud  the  Buffalo  factories  ot  the  city  of 
Buffalo  is  H,500  bushels,  tho  manufac- 
ture giviug  employment  to  1200 
of  whor,T300  or  400  aro  kept  lit  work 
mitkiug  barrels  and  boxes  for  shipping 
the  product.  Starch  in  green  fruiii 
changed  into  t-ugar  in  the  process  of 
ripening,  lu  scods  conlaiuing  the  em- 
bryo plaut  it  is  stored  up  mostly  un- 
changed for  the  future  growth  of  the 
plant,  and  unturo  turuMi  -s  the  means 
of  its  change  iuto  glucose  at  tho  propci 
time.  Iu  iinitatiou  ol  the  natural  met 
amorphosis  of  starch  into  sugar  the 
chemist  can  bring  about  precisely  the 

change  by  ndding  dilute  acid- 
malt.  The  artificial  production  of  glu- 
t  starch  by  the  acid  process, 
tho  one  in  general  use,  can  be  most 
profitably  carried  on  by  using  those 
grains,  tubers  or  roots  which  coniuiu 
tho  starch  in  tho  greatest  quautity,

abun  lanco  and  the  large  pcreoutage  of 
starch  it  contains,  is  found  to  be  the 
best  material,  hut  potatoes,  for  it  like 
lire  mostly  used  in  Europe. 
The  process  of  manulacture  up  to  a 
certain  stage  is  precisely  similar  to  that 
of  tho  manufacture  of  starch.  After 
the  starch  is  produced  it  is  treated  with 
water  aud  the  mixture  is  drawn  efl  iuto 
:onvertcra.  The  temperature 
is  raised  to  212°  Fahrenheit,  and  to  tho 
starch'pnsto  is  added  from  oue  nud  a 
half  to  two  per  cent,  of  sulphuric  neid, 
aud  the  wholo  is  boiled  about  three 
hours.  At  the  end  of  this  time  the 
starch,  or  as  much  of  it  as  possible, 
hns  been  converted  into  glucose  aud 
d  issolvcd  in  the  acid  wntcr.  Tho  ncid 
fugar solution  is  now  treated  with  mar- 
ble dust  or  chalk,  which  comhiucs  witi 
the  acid, forming  gypsum,  which  settles 
bottom,leaving  the  elenr,  sweet  wnter 
a  uearly  neutral  condition  To 
ove  tho  last  traces  of  sulphuric  acid, 
lime  cream  is  added  until  the  test  shews 
tio  free  acid.  Other  purifications  fel- 
low and  tho  liquid  is  filtered,  after 
boiled  in  vacuo  at  130"  Fahrcn- 
Tho  result  is  common  glucose. 
Cune  syrup,  added  to  give  color  and 
more  sweetness,  makes  the  gyrnp  sold 
by  grocers  und  retail  dealers. 

Dr.  E.  Lowis  Sturtevaut,  director  of 
tho  agricultural  experiment  station  of 
thoStato  of  New  York,  writes  to 
Now  York  Tribuue  that  the  bureau  of 
agriculture  at  Washington  ought 
expend  a  part  of  its  seed  appropriaticn 
in  sending  an  agent  into  distant  coun- 
tries to  collect  seeds  and  plants  of  eco- 
nomical species  for  introduction  into 
this  country.  The  hill  regions  of  Asia, 
example,  would  furnish,  in  his 
opinion,  a  uumbor  of  vegetable  produc- 
tions suited  to  somo  ono  of  our  cli- 
mntes.  Dr.  Sturtevaut  hits  notes  ou 
live  hundred  species  of  plants  which 
furuish  food  to  men .  Tho  [distribu- 
tion of  seed  which  cau  be  bought  ai 
auy  dealers  is  not  all  tbo  bureau  should 
ho  doiug in  thnt  direction,  iu  the  doc- 
tor's judgment.
